Plumbers and 
Fitters’ Notes 


by SAMUEL J. DONOHUE 


With the desire of giving the entire 
membership information as to the 
conditions on what is termed de- 
fense work, I am taking advantage 
of this oppor- 
tunity of 
spreading the 
information in 
this manner, 
because our 
source of in- 
formation, the 
East Bay La- 
bor Journal, is 
delivered to every member of this 
local union. 


The work that members of this 
local union are particularly inter- 
ested in is the Alameda naval air 
station and the naval supply depot, 
located across the estuary from the 
air station. At the present time 
contracts covering plumbing, heat- 
ing, and sprinkler fitting have 
been awarded to firms up and down 
the coast. From a very reliable 
source, the most recent, a larger 
scope of work than all previous 
contracts, has been let to Johnson, 
Drake and Piper, Inc. The largest 
contract being for the building of 
600 dwellings at a cost of $1,897,000. 
Officials of the firm say that the 
houses will be built in Alameda, 
but no definite site has been se- 
cured, 


Notwithstanding the encouraging 
prospects for a busy winter period, 
this local union has, in keeping 
with its policy covering a period of 
recent years, has made provisions 
to cope with whatever demand may 
be made for plumbers. 


I say this advisedly at this time 
because of the rumors that are be- 
ing circulated which have caused 
some uneasiness in the minds of 
union men that an inferior grade 
of mechanic may be injected to 
assist in the emergency program, 
and while there may be some rea- 
son for worry on the part of some 
of the crafts, I have prepared the 
way to co-operate to the fullest ex- 
tent with every demand for com- 
petent mechanics of the defense 
program projects. It is in order to 
say that this step is not a new one, 
but one that has been very closely 
followed during the past six or 
seven years. 

In addition to the work in our 
immediate vicinity, large projects 
of a federal nature are under con- 
struction, the nearest being Camp 
Ord, Monterey county and Vallejo 
in Solano county. In fact up and 
down the coast from Alaska to the 
islands work that includes the de- 
fense work and its subsidiaries 
which involves the housing of the 
men who not only will work there, 
but those who will be required to 
make these places their homes for 
some time to come.

tion, should, the bureau said, reduce 
the nation’s unemployment rolls— 
which it placed at between 8,000,000 
and 9,000,000—by about 2,500,000 
persons. 

These forecasts were contained 
in the bureau’s annual outlook re- 
port on economic conditions for 
the year ahead. 

Other developments forecast in- 
cluded “higher wholesale prices, 
some wage increases, improved do- 
mestic demand for some farm 
products, an increase in steel pro- 
duction to the record levels of 1916, 
1917 and 1929,” a “modest” im- 
provement in textile production, a 
“considerable” increase in heavy 
construction, and a further slump 
in agricultural exports. 

The bureau explained that its 
forecasts were based on the de- 
fense program as now projected 
and upon the assumption that the 
European war would continue. 

The bureau said that industrial 
exports to Great Britain should in- 
crease if that nation continues the 
fight with Germany. It is believed, 
the bureau added, that the British 
have sufficient buying power to 
finance any possible purchases of 
industrial products in this country 
during 1941. 

The defense program already is 
having “a very stimulating effect” 
upon general business sentiment 
and indirectly upon lines of indus- 
trial activity not directly benefited 
y defense expenditures, the bu- 
reau said. 

“Business men are anticipating 
several years of generally favorable 
business conditions and possibly 
rising prices, which may cause 
them to be less apprenhensive over 
their inventory positions and more 
inclined to take risks in developing 
new or expanding old enterprises. 
Buyers of durable consumers’ 
goods such as houses and automo- 
biles may be similarly attested. "

Railway Workers cers Gain 
Larger Idle Benefits 


Substantial increases in compen- 
sation for jobless employes of rail- 
ways in the United States will go 
into effect today, the railroad re- 
tirement board announced, in ac- 
cordance with amendments to the 
railroad unemployment insurance 
act recently voted by congress. The 
benefits will be raised an average 
of about 75 per cent over those pro- 


will come from shorter waiting 
time, increases in the number of 
days compensable, and in the daily 
benefit rate and from other 
changes, the board said. 

All unemployed railway workers 
will now be paid for every day of 
unemployment in excess of four in 
a period of 14 consecutive days, 
whereas previously he could re- 
ceive benefits only for every day 
of unemployment in excess of seven 
in a period of 15 days.

Discrimination 
Against Injured 
Workers Must 
Stop, Says Leader 


Insurance Companies Urge 
Ban on Injured Workers, 
Vandeleur Says 


Bitterly criticizing the policy of 
certain employers who refuse to 
hire workers who have sustained 
industrial injuries, the California 
State Federation of Labor an- 
nounced today that it would seek 
the enactment of legislation to end 
this practice unless employers and 
insurance companies voluntarily co- 
operated to stop what the federa- 
tion termed “indefensible discrim- 
ination.” 

“Thousands of workers who 
have recovered from industrial 
injuries find themselves sub- 
jected to indefensible discrimi- 
nation by employers who are 
encouraged by insurance com- 
panies to ban such workers 
from employment in the hope 
of reducing their compensation 
insurance premiums,” Secretary 
Edward D. Vandeleur, of the 
state federation of labor 
charged. 

“The insurance 
spired discrimination extends to 
many other workers,” Vandeleur 
asserted. “Such workers may not 
be the perfect physical specimens 
the insurance companies try to re- 
strict employment to, but they are 
able, skilled and capable of effec- 
tive productive work.” 

Secretary Vandeleur called this 
discrimination the great defect in 
the merit rating system of com- 
puting compensation insurance pre- 
miums, and asserted that the state 
federation of labor would push for 
the enactment of legislation ban- 
ning merit rating benefits to any 
employer proven guilty of employ- 
ment discrimination, unless. the 
evil was voluntarily eliminated.

Wage-Hour Head's Right 
To See Pay Rolls Upheld 


The supreme court ruled that 


Montgomery, Ward & Co., Chicago 
mail order house, must permit the 
wage and hour division to inspect 
its pay roll records in connection 
with the administration of the fair 
labor standards act of 1938. 


The court refused to review a de- 
cision by the federal circuit court 
of Chicago which ruled that pay 
rolls may be requisitioned as one of 
the functions of the wage and hour 
'division in its routine enforcement 
activities. 


Montgomery, Ward and Co. had 
challenged the wage-hour adminis- 
trator’s authority to examine the 
payrolls of 2,000 employes at the 
firm’s branch store in Kansas City, 
Mo. The company contended the 
administrator was attempting un- 
reasonable “search and_ seizure” 
prohibited by the fourth amend- 
ment to the federal constitution and 
that the wage-hour division's sub- 
poena violated the firm’s right un- 
der the fifth or “due process of 
law” amendment. The supreme 
court’s action denied the validity of 
these contentions. 


Shortly after the court’s ruling, 
Col. Philip B. Fleming, wage and 
hour administrator, issued a state- 
ment asserting “There can be no 
excuse for any employers refusing 
access to pay roll records to wage 
and hour division inspectors in view 
of the court’s refusal... to review 
the Montgomery, Ward decision.”
